Now, though a 
large proportion ol this “capital" la 
doubtless the property cf the wage 
earning classes, wo have no means 
of ascertaining bow largo this pro¬ 
portion is. 

A greqt quantity cf the money in¬ 
vested in the jWHtoffloo savings 
hank, not improbably the balk cf it, 
belongs to tbo middle class, and not 
tq the working class, familios. The

SALADS AISO THEIR &AKINQ. 


The most Important part of a sal- | 
ad Is tho, dressing, and the ingredi¬ 
ent in the dressing about which one 
should be the most particular Is tbo j 
vinegar. True, one must hove good 
oil, hut "Brat got your vinegar " is a I 
rule always to bo observed in the 
preparation of a salad dressing, and 
let it be'tho right sort or your dross-1 
ing will hq poor. 

Tho reason why one can always ' 
get a better salad in a cheap Pari¬ 
sian cafo than can bo obtained in the 
bust of our hotels and restaurants is 
simply that in Paris, and, Jpdeed, all 
over Franco, they uao the purest 
and best of olivo oil, tarragon, molt 
and wino vinegar. 

Tho alleged elder vinegar of Amor- 
ica is rarely fit for use, and the! 
wbito wino vinegar, which is a sort 
1 of mixture of wood alcohol and sul¬ 
phuric ocid, is detestable. 

A salad.well prepared often forms 
the best part of a dinnor. Tbo 
French dressing for green salads and 
mayonnaise for moat, fish and other 
heavy salads is tbo rulo. 

In making a plain French dress 
Ing always nee at least two kinds 
of vinegar—tarragon and French J 
malt—and, if it can be obtained, use j 
tbo third sort—pure cider vinegar— 
thus giving a subtle, delftncus flavor | 
to a salad that one sort of vinegar . 
never imparts. 

Ono cannot always follow tho 
snmo rulo in making a dressing for j 
different salads. For example, tonm- 
toes or cucumbers require more salt 
than lottuocnnd other green salads 
except water cress, where still more 
salt hi needed. A dash of English 
mustard is a great improvement in 
a dressing for a tomato salad. 

Never jwur tho dressing over a 
preen salad, but put it in tho bottom 
of the bowl and lay tho leaves light- j 
ly on top of it and mix with u box- j 
wood fork anil spuou just bdfcroj 
serving. • | 

To ms to a French dressing jmt 
tho salt and pep|ior in tbo bottom of j 
the bowl first; then add the vinegar!

Mo a 
crossbar of wood tbo sure of a pencil' 
at oitbor end, and then, ns fast as 
the fisn are taken, they ore put on 
the line by shoving ono of tho sticks 
up through tbe gills and out of the 
mouth That method jrlnys hnvoo 
with tho gills of tbo fish and very • 
often tbo fish dies In the water, 
whore It should Jiavo lived for a, 
considerable period.
